Vultures  For  Culture 
Versus  Baits  For  Dates

It  is  with  some  temerity  that 
we  (my  ghost  writer  and  I)  ap 
proach  our  subject  for  today.  If 
our  lack  of  musical  knowledge  is 
painfully  apparent,  please  let  char- 
ity soften  your  scorn,  and  remem- 
ber that,  after  all,  we  are  only 
majoring  in  flower-arrangement. 
Our  object  today  is  to  discuss  and 
define  that  mi^ch-abused  race — 
the  concert-goers.  Our  intensive 
research  has  led  us  to  believe  that 
concert-goers  can  be  grouped  into 
four  categories:  those  who  attend 
concerts  because  they  are  musici- 
ans, those  who  attend  concerts  be- 
cause they  love  music,  those  who 
attend  concerts  because  everyone 
else  does,  and  those  who  have 
dates.  Of  course,  by  separating 
musicians  and  music-lovers,  we  do 
not  necessarily  imply  that  musici- 
ans do  not  love  music;  we  wish 
only  to  make  a distinction  be- 
tween those  who  know  and  love 
music  and  those  who,  having  never 
taken  piano  lessons,  know  nothing 
about  music,  but  love  it  anyway. 

The  musicians  are  readily  dis- 
tinguished by  their  glaring  coun- 
tenances at  the  'slightest  disturb- 
ance, such  as  the  passing  Orem, 
falling  benches,  falling  freshmen. 
They  usually  sit  well  towards  the 
front  "the  better  to  hear  you  with, 
m’dear.”  Qfttimes  they  bring  forth 
their  scores  during  the  perform- 
ance to  make  sure  that  the  artist 
does  not  deviate,  and  afterwards 
they  congregate  in  small  groups  to 
criticize  the  concert — constructive- 
ly, of  course.  They  speak  know, 
ingly  of  clarity  and  precision  and 
wonder  why  the  “exposition  was 


"not  repeated.”  (We  got  this 
straight  from  a music  major.; 

"e  should  perhaps  further 
classify  the  music  lovers  as  being 
of  two  types.  Many  sincerely  love 
music,  although  they  may  not  con- 
sider Bach  very  musical.  Some,  we 
fear,  are  less  sincere  in  their  pro- 
testations of  devotion  to  this  par- 
ticular muse.  Culture,  say  they 
is  to  be  attained  at  all  costs;  they 
therefore  march  into  the  lyceum 
along  with  the  musicians  and  catch 
eagerly  at  any  musical  terminology 
dropped  along  the  way,  which  is 
afterward  repeated  as  proof  of  their 
aforementioned  culture.  They  seem 
especially  conversant  with  “techni- 
que” and  nudge  one  another  ap- 
preciatively when  a difficult  run  is 
skillfully  executed  and  wince  sym- 
pathetically at  the  many  mistakes 
made  in  a Shostakovich  number. 

I he  third  group  we  discuss  last 
because  they  always  arrive  last. 
From  the  end  of  the  “Star- 
Spangled  Banner”  to  the  inter- 
mission they  stream  in  and  out 
with  their  books  and  knitting, 
peering  over  the  balcony  to  see 
the  array  of  hats  and  heads  below, 
craning  to  see  their  cronies  seated 
three  rows  behind,  and  munching 
constantly  on  a stray  candy  bar. 
These  are  they  who  sigh  rapturi- 
ously  upon  recognizing  one  of  the 
■ncores,  aided  perhaps  by  some  of 
the  music  lovers.  The  only  ad- 
vantage we  can  perceive  in  allow- 
ing the  above  classified  concert 
goers  to  be  in  attendance  is  that 
artists  are  accustomed  to  practis- 
ing with  a metronome,  and  no 
doubt  the  incessant  clacking  of  the 
needles  makes  them  feel  more  at
